Carnegie, Rockefeller, 
Morgan, Mrs. Sage, Dr. Pearson and many others 
have been stupendous givers to public causes. Bene- 
factors of smaller means are found almost without 
number throughout the country. Every city has had 
its "good angel" in some wealthy person of philan- 
thropic heart and public spirit. Fort Wayne has no 
enormously rich men or women, but it has many who 
are able to give generously and some of these are giv- 
ing generously at this time. The project for building 
a home for the Young Women's Christian association 
ought to erilist the aid of all who have means to spare 
It'is a worthy project in behalf of a noble institution 
Imperial gifts have not been sought and are not lookec 
for. Enough to carry out the plans upon an adequate 
scale is asked and no more. Indeed, it is tetter in view 
of the character of this institution that the movement 
in its behalf be in the widest possible sense public. Its 
service is in a broad way to society, Popular giving 
will create that kind of a popular interest in its works 
that will broaden its scope and widen its latitude of op- 
portunity. Fort Wayne has not yet reared any monu- 
ment to philanthropic spirit. In that, respect it has 
failed to keep step with most other American cities. 
It cannot expect to hold its head high and at the same 
time maintain itself apart from the philanhropic spirit 
of the times. Failure'of the Y. W. C. A. project now 
would do injury to this city's repute and at the same 


• time deprive the community of an institution that can 


.. meant to it nothing but good. The city has never had 


a better opportunity to do a useful thing than it now 
has in this occasion.

Speech in Part Delivered by H on. AV. J. Bryan, at the Auditorium 


In Lincoln, Xeb., and Printed in the "Commoner." 
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I am a believer In total abstinence: 


I regard the use o£ liquor as a bever- 
age as an unnecessary habit, as an ex- 
pensive habit, as a harmful habit, and 
913 a dangerous habit. 


Intoxicating liquor Is not necessary 


.to the health of the body. This Is a 
flelfrevldent proposition which needs 
no proof to support it. If you will go 
jilto any school where young men are 
being educated you will find a. large 
percentage oC them total abstainers, 
and you will find that these young men 
are, as a rule, stronger In body, clearer 
In mind .and sounder In morals than 
thpso who drink, even in moderation. 
At Kiel, Germany, In 190S, eighty-three 
contestants entered in a 
walking 


match; twenty-four were abstainers 
and fifty-nine were moderate drinkers. 
The first, second, third and fourth prize 
•Dinners wero abstainers. 
Of the 


twenty-five to reach the goal, fifteen 
Were abstainers. That Is, three-fifths 
of. the abstainers reached the goal, 
•while only one-sixth of the moderate 
drinkers reached It. The fact that alh- 
leljlo teams forbid the use of drink is 
•^ufflclent proof it Is not 
needed, 
If 


trbof is necessary, and still further 
proof Is found in the fact that rail 


roads, and, to an Increasing extent, 


wo business houses, also, prohibit as 


Car us they can the use of liquor by 
tholr employes. 
No ono can hope to 


defend the use ot Intoxicating liquor 
is a beverage un the ground that the 
body requires It or that the body is 
bettor off for tho indulgence. 


A Useless Waste of Money. 


Second, liquor drinking Is nn ex- 


pensive habit. Any habit Is expensive 
which given on equivalent return for 
tho money expended.

circumstances, tho expenditure can no 
be defended. While we aro legally free 
to spend our own money as we will 
we ara not morally^ free to do so.

ure and the moral satisfaction that one 
can obtain from a better use of the 
money? 
I have spoken only of the 


moderate use of liquor, by those who 
may claim that they can afford It. It 
must be remembered that a large part 
of the monew spent for drink is spent 


those who cannot afford it. 
The 


money expended by such not only crip- 
ples themselves, but often does injus- 
tice to those dependent upon 
them. 


The son cannot justify the 
use 
of 


money for drink when his parents need 
the money. The husband and father 
cannot justify the uie of money for 
drink when his wife and children need 
ir. The nation's drink bill is enormous, 
and a large part of it measures actual 
wrong done to dependents—actual 
jury to society. 


Harmful to the Body. 


Third, the drink habit is hurtful to 


the individual. It is no longer a dis- 
nited question. 
Scientists and socl- 


loglsts have demonstrated that the 
inn who uses liquor even moderately 
s an enemy to himself. I do not mean 
hat a glass of liquor a year, or even a 
;lass a month, would result In per- 
eptlblo injury to one's physical being, 
nit moderate drinking covers all drlnk- 
ng from the occasional dram up to 
he point of Intoxication, and one who 
Irinks at nil finds It difficult to estab- 
ish a rule beyond the point where real 
njury begins. Mr. H. D. Congo shows, 
n a report of the public actuary of 
South Australia, that among the per- 
sons insured, sickness is nearly twice 
is prevalent among non-abstainers as 
imong total abstainers, that the dura- 
tion of sickness fS, on 
an 
average, 


nearly twice as great, and that the 
deaths are nearly twice as numerous. 


A circular Issued by tho Swedish As- 


sociation of Abstinence Physicians, and 
posted in all the railroad stations of 
Sweden, states that alcohol, even In 
small amounts and used occasionally, 
steadily lowers the power of attention, 
judgment and efficiency, and that alco- 
hol used for a longer tlmo regularly, 
even In amounts that are looked upon 
by most people as unlnjurious. Is the 
cause of Incurable diseases ot stomach, 
liver, heart, blood vessels and kidneys 
which lead to long suffering and pre- 
mature death. The circular describes 
alcohol as a. treacherous poison whicli 
Is dangerous even In small quantities 
because they often awaken a craving 
for steadily Increasing amounts. 


Dangerous to Society. 


A report recently published from the 


mining district* of Urich, for 
1006 


shows that the accidents on Monda> 
exceed accidents on all other days bj 
42 per cent. Dr. Stehr In a lecture in 
Berlin, in 1907, presented statistics 
showing that accidents reached theli 
/maximum on Monday, the day follow- 
ing Sunday drinking, and from tha 
day slowly decreased to their minimum 
on Friday. 
The medical department 


of the Provident Savings Life Assur- 
ance Society of New York points out 
the evil effect of even moderate drink- 
ing. 
It says, "No one can deny that 


in excess alcohol is a deadly poison, 
destroying cell life, causing a shrunken 
and watery brain, and through collat- 
eral excesses in eating, dissipation, 
etc., 
leads to & multiplicity o£ evils." 


It then adds, "but many good citizens 
drink more or less constantly In so- 
called moderation. "What may be said 
in defense of the custom? On the evi- 
dence, medical judgjnent must pro- 
nounce against it." Further, the medi- 
cal department of ths above named 
insurance company says, "\Ve believe, 
however, that the time will come as 
predicted by Huxley, Spencer and oth- 
ers, that the man 
who deliberately 


throws away in good cause the splen- 
did asset of sound health shall be de- 
clared a social enemy. .Alcohol- is not 
a demon, but a drug; not a stimulant, 
but an anaesthetic. In so-called mod- 
crate quantities it reduces muscular 
and mental efficiency, it suppresses the 
higher hrain functions, thereby releas- 
ing the lower. It is most dangerous to 
those with weak family histories. The 
ffects of its success in those of nor- 
mal family history may be presented 
:o their children. The experience of 
large groups of insured lives shows 
that moderate drinking shortens life.1 


Eminent Physicians' Testimony. 


The Lincoln Daily News 
recently 


stated that the physiclsns of Belgium 
have been questioned as to the physi- 
cal effect of the use of alcoholic liquor, 
and that, of the one thousand who have 
replied, nearly every one has endorsee

I would make an appeal on 
even higher ground. Even if one feels 
that he can afford to spend money for 
drink and is sure that he can with- 
stand the temptation to drink to ex- 
cess, still there is a sufficient reason 
why he should join trie total abstain- 
ers rather than remain In the ranks 
of the moderate drinkers. Man Is re- 
sponsible for his example and if he 
loves his brother as he ought to, he. 
will seek to strengthen those, who are 
weak by an exampl'e that will be help- 
ful. He will not for the fleeting pleas- 
.ure of an occasional glass risk leading 
ethers astray. 
It would require a 


grAit deal pf pleasure to outweigh the 
anguish that one must suffer who is 
conscious that he has been the means 
of blighting the life of one who looked 
to him for an example. Society is di- 
vided into two classes on this subject, 
those who drink and those who do not 
drink. In every land this line can be 
drawn with accuracy. 
If one drinks 


at all he is known either as a moderate 
drinker or as a drunkard, and

term moderate drinking Is so uncertain 
that his example will be made to cover 
a multitude of sins.

yourselves and each other In this 
regard, and that you do not count 
alcoholic beverages as among your 
privileges. There are being founded 
in the navy, where they already ex- 
ist, Good Templar lodges and sec- 
tions of the Blue Cross. Many offi- 
cers and some hundreds of men be- 
long to them. I hope that you will 
do everything which you can to per- 
suade the men to Join. I do not need 
to call your attention to the example 
of the British navy where 20,000 ofT- 
cers and men already belong to these 
societies, to the very great benefit of 
the navy. This is a matter of great 
Importance to our navy and to our 
people. If you will pay attention to 
the education of your men in the 
sound sense of abstinence from al- 
cohol, I shall have sane and reason- 
able subjects. 
This is a question of 


great Importance to our people, for 
these men,'when their terms of serv- 
ice have expired, will carry back the 
Idea to land. If you will champion 
these principles, my peoplle will he 
great morally. 
This is a labor in 


which I pray you to co-operate."

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Some Reminiscences

Mr. Williams was born in Fort 


Wayne, January 24, 1S43, on the north- 
west corner of East Berry and Lafay- 
ette streets. His father. Jesse Lynch 
Williams, was from North 
Carolina, 


living in sight of the famous battle- 
field of Guilford Courthouse, 1781; a 
descendant of the Tyrrelis and Lynchs 
around Lynchburg. Va.. one 
of 
the 


Lynchs being that Col. John Lynch, of 
King's Mountain battlefield celebrity, 
afterwards the originator of the fa- 
mous "Lynch law" method of admin- 
istering justice, a necessity then be- 
cause the civil authorities 
in 
that 


sparsely settled region were unable to 
protect the community from the law- 
lessness that followed the dlsbandment

of the revolutionary army. Just flog- 
ging was the rule then of the Lynch 
law, and only after trial by a jury 
composed of some of the colonel's old 
trusted soldiers. 
His mother was of

David Meade, of James River, Va., was 
a brother of Col. Richard 
Klclder 


. Meade, personal aide-de-camp to Gen-

demned as a spy. 


Executions seem to run in the fam- 


.lly, Mr. Williams having had a slight- 
ly similar duty to perform in 18G3, at 
Murfreesboro, Tenn., with Gen. Van 


lated and studied last in the University 
of London. England, then under the 
progressive fostering care of Tyndall 
and Huxley. 


He entered the army in 1861. at past 


eighteen years of age, to tight

south In their efforts to destroy the 
union of the states, to perpetuate hu- 
man slavery.

Conveying 
a message to him from General Van 
Cleve that he was overlapped by the 
enemy on-, the rlgh't and must have 
more troops immediately, Rosecrans, 
knowing he had no more to send at 
that moment, with quick decision re- 
plied. "Tell Van Cleve to charge them." 
hoping thereby to make a diversion till 
he could get up more troops. Turning 
my horse to gallop rapidly back. I was 
overtaken by Rosecrans' adjutant. Gen- 
eral Goddard, yelling: 
"Young man, 


what was that order?" which I 
re- 


peated. " Tell Van Cleve to charge 
'em. 
All right, go on," he said. A 


few moments later Colonel Garesche, 
Rosecrahs'"chief of staff, was killed on 
his horse by a cannon bail that cut 
hi? head clear off at the neck, a most 
distressing spectacle to his 
friends 


surrounding him. But such Is war: as 
said by General Sherman afterward. 
"War Is hell." When Ttosecrans visited 
Fort Wayne after the war Mr. William?

Gen. Van Cleve was a West Point man;

designed praying past the 2 o'clocl 
time limit for the execution. "Wil- 
liams, you'll have to stop him," he sai 
to me; "if he don't quit soon, much a 
I dislike to 'interrupt a prayer." Bu 
the geperal waited fv-e minutes longer 
squirming and twisting in his saddle 
We were all expecting a reprieve at th 
last moment; all looking down the roa 
to catc.h the first glimpse of a messen 
ger galloping toward us. But no re 
prieye came,' and so at last, when our 
watches shqwed ten minutes of 2, the 
general called out, very .determined 
thoush reluctant, "Williams, gp stop 
him." My large single-footer Kentucky 
bred horse--with two white hind feet, 
made the distance like a flash.
